The Book Exchange 

From August 26-30, As- 
sociated Students, Inc. will try 
to provide a lower-cost alterna- 
tive to buying books from the 


bookstore. They will conduct a 
_ book exchange, inwhich students 
who still have texts from previ- 


ous semesters can sell them to 
students who need those same 
texts for classes this semester. 

The way the exchange will 
work is simple. A student seller 
gives a text to ASI and sets a 
price, and then the exchange of - 
fers the book at the set price 
plus tax to prospective buyers. 
The buyers pay the exchange, but 
then ASI returns the money to 
the seller, and does not charge 
any fee.
